SPECIAL TECHNIQUE 
Working in the Round with 2 
Circular Needles 

Divide sts between 2 circu- 
lar needles. Hold needles 
so that first needle (Needle 
1) is in front and second 
needle (Needle 2) is in back; 
the working yarn comes 
from Needle 1. Needle Ts sts 
should be on its tip; while 
Needle 2 s sts should be rest- 
ing on its cable. With op- 
posite end of Needle 1, work 
across Needle 1 sts as in- 
structed, pulling first st snug 
to avoid gap between nee- 
dles. After Needle 1 sts have 
been worked, slide these sts 
onto the needle s cable and 
turn work, so that Needle 1 
is now in back and Needle 2 
is now in front.

A s children we delight in 

opening a new box of 
crayons and fearlessly experimenting 
with all the possibilities those colors 
offer. But somewhere along the way 
we grow up — and start to doubt our 
abilities to combine colors. 

Many of us feel a little lost when it 
comes to picking colors for a knitting 
project. But with a few simple rules and 
a bit of experimenting, it s easy to re- 
discover your inner colorist and start 
creating many-hued masterpieces. 

Can you find the 
complementary colors? 



Getting started 

A color wheel is an in- 
valuable tool when learn- 
ing to create new color com- 
binations. A typical color wheel 
looks like a colorful pie sliced into 
12 pieces, arranged like a circular 
rainbow. Begin by pulling a variety of 
colors of yarn from your stash, and get 
ready to start experimenting. 

Complementary colors 

The most basic color wheel premise 
involves using colors that are comple- 
mentary, or opposite each other on the 
wheel. Complementary combinations 
include red and green, yellow and 
purple, blue and orange — you get the 
idea. These color pairs are guaranteed 
to pop in an eye-pleasing way. 

Drop the wheel 

Now, let s take a look at color without 
using the color wheel. Where to begin? 
You only need to look out your win- 
dow — the world s best color teacher is 
nature itself. 

Take, for example, a bouquet of 
sunflowers set against a blue sky, or 
a cluster of lilacs. What looks like a 
pleasing photograph to your eye can 
be translated into your knitting — just 
grab your needles and start stitching.

using shades similar to those in the 
photograph. The snapshot on the next 
page shows how well lilac hues trans- 
late into knitting yarn. 

Open your eyes 

Once you really start looking around at 
your surroundings, you’ll see that com- 
bining colors isn’t as hard as you might 
think. Grab a digital camera and start 
clicking away, or pick up a glossy nature 
magazine. You’ll start to see that color 
combinations are everywhere you turn; 
in nature, you’ll find subtle, beautiful, 
unexpected, and jarring matches. 

Start filing away these natural color 
ideas into an idea notebook or a folder 
on your computer. Then, use the photos 
as a jumping-off point for colors in 
your projects. Want to change the col- 
ors in an afghan pattern you like? Pull 
one of your favorite pictures and make 
up a swatch using those colors. 
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Taking the first step 

The very best way to learn to work with 
color is to jump right in. Like an author 
with fear of a blank page, a basketful 
of yarn can be intimidating to a color 
novice. But just take a deep breath and 
go! You can start by making striped 
squares— they re a perfect way to cre- 
ate mini color treatments. Not every 
square you make will be drop-dead 
gorgeous, but each one is guaranteed to 
teach you something new about color. 
Before long your basket of scrap yarns 
will become as enticing as that fresh, 
new crayon box you loved as a child. 

Put it all together 

When you have plenty of squares, join 
them together into one big afghan. Next 




time you re stuck for a color 
combination for a new project, 
simply refer to your colorful throw. 

It will be a source of inspiration 
and a tool to use for years to come. (K 



Play By the Color Rules 




SIMILAR COLORS 

For a subtle color effect, try using 
hues that ore all on the same side 
of the Luheel, as shouun in this 
square, oihich uses three similar 
shades: magenta, orange, and red. 
By choosing colors that are all 
close to each other on the uuheel, 
the effect is uery harmonious. 

The square toobs uuarm and cogy, 
like the embers in a fireplace. 



SIMILAR + COMPLEMENTARY COLORS 

Nolu let's shake things up a bit. 
Take tujo of the colors used in the 
first square (red and magenta) and 
combine them oiith a complemen- 
tary hue (green). By sujapping the 
orange for green, the neuu square 
is uibrant and eye-catching. When 
you combine shades from opposite 
sides of the mheet, color combina- 
tions are less "safe," yet stilt uery 
appealing. 



TERTIARY COLORS 

Here's one more quick trick 
using the color uuheel: Imagine 
a triangle on the uuheel, uuith 
three equally spaced colors at 
its points, such as orange, uiotet 
and green. This creates a tertiary 
color combination, uuhich is 
complex and uuelt-batanced, 
yet fun and light-hearted. Gener- 
ally, this effect has a lot of pop 
and is perfect for kids' designs.

Each instance 
of Chart A is called “Chart A 
Panel” (the same for Chart 
B). Each of the Body charts 
takes you from beginning of 
Body, through Waist and Bust 
shaping, to end of Body and 
beginning of Yoke. Each of 
these 2 charts is divided into 
sections with specified re- 
peats. Follow pattern instruc- 
tions and chart notations for 
chart round and row repeats. 
While working Body charts, 
you will change from work- 
ing in the round to working 
back and forth in rows. 

SPECIAL TECHNIQUES 
Prouisional Cast-On With 
waste yarn, make a slip knot 
and place on crochet hook. 
With crochet hook in right 
hand and needle in left hand; 
bring ball end of waste yarn 
behind needle. "^With crochet 
hook, cross in front of needle, 
catch yarn, draw up a loop, 
and pull it through loop 
on crochet hook (1 stitch is 
cast onto needle); take yarn 
between hook and needle 
and around to back of needle 
again. Repeat from until 
required number of stitches 
have been cast on. Work a few 
chain stitches with crochet 
hook, then fasten off. These 
chain stitches will indicate 
the end of the provisional 
cast-on that you will unravel. 
To remove the cast-on, unpick 
the last stitch and unravel 
the waste yarn, slipping live 
stitches onto the needle as 
they become available.
